"FJ Aving met with .a little Book ,' called a 
==] Catechiſm againft Quakeriſm, I found. my 

þ Aſelf concerned for the ſake of ſuch that 
are inclinable to Know our Belief in the things 
following, briefly -to Treat” of them, that fo- 
none may take the corrupt Meaning and falfe 
Pofitions, Perverfions, and Conftructions of our 
Adver ſaries for our Dottrin, who are quoting 
one arother , under pretence to Prove what we 
ſay, or rather to miſrepreſent us. and it to the 
World, and to poſſeſs the. Minds of the Igno- 
rant, Inconfiderate, and Credulous People with - 
Prejudice againſt us and our Chriſtian Belief 
and Doarin: And although this hath been often 
argely Goo by many of our Friends , and more 
fully than: now it may in this ſhort Tract, yet 
'T hope this may have its Service, being 4ilj- 
'genty 'peruſed, with a, Mind.free from Preju-- 
C ice } 12 Diſpoſition to þe informed of the Truth 
ef. our' Principles: in theſe things, to all- that 
are” v ro ſearch and” compare ; the Holy 
-Scriptures',” ro ſte whether things are ſo 
«7 yet, nnd. pot wake Va Fruſt , from 
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ſuch whoſe Lips can never preſerye Peoples 
knowledge , while they reject that 1nſpiration 
of the Almighty , that only can give a right 
underſtanding , and flight and deny that Im- 
mediate Revelation which gives the ſaving 
Knowledge of Gud, 


1, Concerning Immediate Revelation. 


N, N, p. 28. faith', The Papiſts and the Quakers 
agree in pretending to immediate Revelations; b 
which he ſhews his Envy and bitterneſs again 
us, and his willivgneſs to render us odious, 
But I ſhall ſhew. in ſhort what we hold herein, 
and therefore pitch upon the ſaying of the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt , as recorded in holy Writ by his 
Apoſtle , Matth, 11. 27. All things are delivered 
unto me of my Father : and no man knoneth the Son 
but the Father : neither knoweth any man the Father, 
fave the Son, and he to whom the Son will reveal! 
him, and this is that knowledge which is eternal 
life: And can be no otherways received or at- 
tained unto; although ſome now may, as 0- 
thers in days paſt, did ſearch the Scriptures, 
and in them think to have Ete:nal Life, and 
they are they which teſtify of Chriſt;. .but 
_ Cote 0 to_Chriſt,,” they canngt

2. Concerning the Trinity. 


S to that which N, N, calls the Trinity , and 
ranks' among the many mere dangerous Errcurs 
td be found in our Books pag, 27. ( but that his 
Reader might not ſee for himſelf, or he be de- 
teQed , or for ſome other thing not worthy the 
Name of a vere he quotes neither Book nor 
Page where theſe Errours ſo dangerous , may be 
. found, but if a Prieſt may think , or would 
have others to think it's enough it comes from 
his Lips. But alas, the day-1s ſo far dawned, 
and the true -Light ſo ſhines, that therein his 
weakneſs is ſeen, who while he is Exclaiming 
againl} ſome for being like the Popiſts led by Im- 
plicit Faith, gives his Reader no better grounds 
for his Belief herein, than what muſt be taken 
implicitly from him. 
- Now as concerning the Three that bear Record 
in Heaven, we do fincerely declare, We believe 
that "there are Three that bear Record in Heaven, 
the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghoſt , and 
that theſe Three are One, and do acknowledge its 
every true Chriſtians duty to believe in God 
the Father Almighty, and in Jeſus Chriſt his 
only Son our Lord, and in the Holy Spirit ,

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7. Concerning true Religion: 


E beliere that ir is a holy Conformity to 
the Mind and Will of God, and is a 
Binding the Soul, in-all faithfulnefs to- him, 
through the work of his Spirit and Power in 
our Souls, and a. holy oedience to the Lord 
Teſus Chriſt, and conſiſts ia our Viſiting the 


Fatherleſs and the Widows in theit' AM ions ,. 


and to keep unſpotted from the World, accord- 
ing to Scripture Teſtimony , Ja. 1. 27. And we 
woul.| to God , that both Prieſts and People of 
this Land, were found as much in the prattice 


as in the talk of ir, then would” Lying, Drun-' 
kenneſs, Sweat ing ,: Stealing , . Cheating , with: 


many other graſs -Enormities Jeſs abound , and 
Envy, Strife, Hatred, cruelty ', Violence and 


Opprefſion , with Deceit, Hypocriſie , and Dif-' 


ſimulation ceaſe, Pride and Hyughtineſs came 
down, Treachery and falſehood be routed out, 


for which the heavy Judgments of God have. 
been ex:cuted upon this Land and other 
lilands, and ſtill impend and hang over this' 


Nation , becauſe of theſe and many other crying 
Sins and” provoking Abominations of the un- 
godly Prieſts and People therein, who have by 
their Cruelty and Oppreſſion , made many Wi- 
dows and Fatherleſs, and aflited them ratber 
than viſited them. And how have many of the 
Priefts that have pleaded for Tythes as N. XN. 
doth , atted contrary to the Commandment of 
God , Deuter, 14.29, And the Levite Cy = 
at 
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| hath no part nor inheritance nith thee ) [ mind the 
/ Reaſon for which Tythes were given] and the 
ſtranger , and the fatherleſs, and the widow which 


are within thy gates, ſhall ceme, and ſhall eat, and be 


ſatisfied ; [ obſerve why ] that the Lord thy God 


may bleſs thee in all the wak of thine hands which 
thou doeſt, But will God bleſs them , that in- 
ſtead of offering the Widow and Fatherleſs 
to eat and be fatished , are taking by force 
from them what they have , and for non-pay- 
ment of a {mall matter of Tythes, are runnirg 
People to- Sequeſtration of their Eftates, and 
Impriſonment of their Bodies, for ſuch Sums, 
that -choſe who do not profeſs what they do, 
( who would have the People think their Lips 
muſt preſerve their knowledge) would be aſhamed 
to uſe their Debtors with that ſeverity, al- 
though they have the Law on their fide. And 
if we may judge the Tree by its Fruits, and 
Peoples Religion by - their Praftice, we ſhall 
find thoſe that are found in theſe ard cther 
Evils far ſhort of, and ſtrangers to the true 
and undefiled Religion , the Lord open the Eyes 
of People , to ſee tne Emptineſs of a Pro- 
feſlion and Talk of Religion, where the Poſſei- 
fion and PraQtice of it is wanting , and incline 
their Hearts to keep Gods Laws.

'4. Concetning Tythes, or any forced 
Maintenance. 


WE believe that they are not Appointed by 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, for a Maintenance 
of his Minifters in this - Goſpel day , but Chriſts 
Dire&ion to his Diciples was, Freely.ye have re- 
ceived , freely give; and thoſe that preach the Go- 
ſpel ſhould live .on the Goſpel; and it remains for 
N.N, to prove, that he and thoſe that plead 
for Tythes, duly. preach the Goſpel, and theret 
live on the Goſpel , and not on Tythes , which 
will hetter become them, than to lay Claim to 


that” they have no Divine Right to, 'and_ how | 


they can prove they pre:ch the Goſpel , without 
any immediate Impulſe, or without the imme- 


diate Aſſiſtance of Gods holy Spirit ; 1 ſhall leave 


the ſerious, Reader to conſider : For although 
in the holy Scriptures, Commands and Dire- 


CEtions are given concerning. our Duty in Gene- 


ral, as he hints pag. 15. and in Particular , as 
far as was neceflary, yet are,thoſe Dnties. to be 


performed acceptably in and -with Gods holy - 


Spirit : For the Phariſces and Hypocrites of our 
.days , can pray as did the Phariſees and Hypo- 
crites in Chriſts and the Apoſtles days, and 
for a Pretence , make long Prayers, and ap- 
plaud Chrifts and his Apoſtles words, garniſh 
them , as they did the Prophets Sepulchers, «nd 
yet deride ar the Leadings and Guidance of the 
$picir, and its immediate Impulſe, as N,N, doth 

: in 
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ja Pag. 15. ſaying, As to Prayer, Preaching, and 
other Duties , ne are not t» omit them, till we feet 
an immediate Impulſe within to wove us to them , for 
ſo we fhould expoſe our ſelves to the temptation of the 
Devil , and the lazineſs and backwardneſs of our 
own Souls : Let us examine whether this was the 
Mind and Reſolution of the holy Apoſtle , or 
his Practice, for which read 1 Cor. 1s. Ini? 
pray with the Spirit, and I will pray with under- 
ſtanding alſo. I will fing with the Spirit , and I 
will fing with underſtanding, alſo And Rom. 1. 26, 
he acknowledgeth , ſaying, We know not what 
we ſhould pray for as we ought; [ mark, as we 
ought ] but the Spirit it ſelf [ mini', not human 
Reaſon, as N. N, ſpeaketh in the ſ:me page }] 
maketh Inter cefion for us with groanings woich can. 
not be uttered, And he that ſearcheth the Hearts, 
knoweth what is the Mind of the Spirit , becauſe 
he maketh Interceſfion for the Saints , 2ccording 
to the Will of God. Neither will their Preach. 
ing, &c, without an immediate Impulſc, prove 
they preach the Goſpel ,' and therefore have no 
Right to lice on the i Goſpel, much leſs to 
Tithes , and taking them *by force from: them 
they preach not to-: And indeed the Pric{thood 
being changed , to' whom Tythes were given for 
the Reaſon mentioned in Devut. 14.29, There 
is of neceflity a change alſo of the Law, TI hare 
twice touched upon this of Tythes , as vell as 
NN, For:he doth'in pg. t*. and pag. 2.22 for 
although he writes-like a Hifſciting Preacher, 
yet he's for pleading” for the-Tythes, and no 
doubt would be as glad of them, and as cager 
to get them , as thoſe were in Cites days, who 
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caſt many into Priſon, that for Conſcience ſake 
could not pay them , nor put into their mouths ; 
but ſeeing they cannot get the Tythes , he muit 
endeavour to be content with what the Baſon 
and Pews afford him, 


5. Concerning Perfection. 


His N. N, appears full in th: Mouth againſt, 

as well as bitter in his Spirit , declaring hs 
Belief, That it is a mojt falſe and pernicious Doftrin 
zo aſſert, and ſhews horrid Pride, pag, 22, and ſpends 


two or three Pages about this: And in pag. 24. 


grants, When good Men are ſpeken of as blameleſs, 
PerfeF, without Sin, &c, in the Scriptures, zt 
means, for he muſt pretend to give the Meaning 
of the Scriptures (although he will not, I pre- 
ſume, pretend to be led by thet Spirit, by which 
the Scriptures were given forth ) that it is zo 
more than that they are Sincerely Gedly , and leaft 
we {ſhould account ſuch Perfe&t , or for ſome 
other cauſe, he is for Expounding it farther, 
ſaying , They fin not from, a ' Predominancy of Sin in 
them , as the unregenerate 'dv, they do not commit 
Sin habitually, and impenitently , their unwilling 
Failings are a burden to-them , mwhich-they , watch, 
farfove , and pray 'againſt 3 they labour to grow in 
Grace, and to add to tbeir Faith Virtue , till they 
come at laſt ta the Society of. Angels, and the 

Spirits of juſt Men made per feet, Þ. 25. ra 
Now let "the, Reader ſerionfly confider, / N, 
N, afſerts, that to believe. PerfeCtion is at- 
cainable in this Life, is a moſt falſe and perni- 
cious

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cious Docrin , and affirms, that the Sincerely 
Godly Sin, ( fee his Confullons and Contra- 
dictions ) though they watch and pray againft it ; 
and yet faith , they come at laft to the Society of 
Angels, and Spirits of juſt Men made perteQt, 
Now if ſo, where is the place they are ficted for 
this Society, if not in this Life, doth he hold a 
Purgatory, or muſt they be adtnitted to this $0- 
cicty in a {inful ſtate ? L=t him confader, and an- 
[wer by Scripture Proofs, and let nor him pre- 
ſume to render the holy Scriptures an imperfect 
Rule . by ſtanding in nee! of his corrupt and 
fallable Meanings, to make out his Afertions. 
And what is the Conſequence juſtly deduceble 
from ſuch Poſitions, bur thar the Devil is more 
powerful to lead into Sin, than the Lord Jeſus 
Chrilt is to lead out of Sin , anJ deliver from ir, 
or that Chriſt will: not while we are kere, fave 
us from ail Sin, although the Teſtimony of the 
Spirit of God recorded in holy Writ declares, 
2 Titus 17, 1'. That our Savicur Jeſus Chriſt gave 
bimſelf ſer us, that he might redeem us from all 
( not only from ſome) iniovity, and purifie unto 
bimſel/. a' peextiar prop'e realous of good werks, nor 
zealous» for finnirg ll our Life; for Sin is no 
g00.| Work , nor will procure any other Wages 
but Death. And we rizxhr well know, that no 
Man can do any thing that is geod, of himſelf, 
nor hath ary power thereto, but as he receives 
it from Chriſt, becauſe all Power, hoth*in 
Heaven ani Earth is given to him, and that he 
is therefore able to ſave to the utrermoſt all 
them that ccme unto him; and if to the utter- 
moſt , then ſurely from all Sin, as they believe 
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mn him and obey him, and if we walk in the 
Light, as he is in the Light, we have fellow- 
ſhip one with axother, and the Blood of Jeſus 
Chriſt his Son cleanſeth us from all Sin: And 
that this is our Belief, how falſe and pernicious 
loever he accounts it, we are not aſhamed 79 
confeſs, And if this be to be vile, may 1 not 
lay as David did unto Michal , I will yet be more 
vile than thus, and will be baſe in mine oun eyes ; 
as indeed , all thoſe that know deliverance from 
Sin by Chriſt, are abaſed and humbled before 
the Lord, and are far from horrid Pride, for 
ihat's it, the Phariſce is feund in 


6. Concerning the Holy Spirit , and 
4x4 Scriptures. 


N. faith, pag, 6. Al ſorts of Chriſtians do 
. Achn-wledge the holy Seriptures to be from 
God, and therefore to be true and gcod, Anil pag, 7: 
erants, the Quaker's in their Paper, called, The 
Chrillianity of the People called Quakers, c* c, 
ſay, That they believe'and own tþ> Scriftunes, contained 
in the. Old and New Teſtament, to contain all matters 
of Detrin, and Teſtimiry neceſſary to be believed 
and praifed in order to Sal vation. 

But then he fays, we have caufe to doubt 
their Sincerity, and exclaims again{t thoſe 
horrid Expreſſions of Burrcughs, but takes 
them upon Truſt, as quoted by another that 
writ againſt us, and never tells where it may 
be found; ſo manifeſts his Credulity RI 
AGvETs» 
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Adverſaries, more than his Charity to us, and 
his Inclination to beſpatter us , mure than his 
Honeſty, as he doth in divers parts of his little, 
and leſs worth Catechiſm, an1 compares us to 
the Papifls, near as often as there's Leaves in his 
Book, But we can and do moit fincerely de- 
clare, That we own al] the holy Scripture 1s 
given by Inſpiration of Gecd, arid is profitable 
fir Doctrine, for Reprcof, for Inftruion in 
Righteouſneſs. That the Man of God may te 
Perfect, throughly furniſhed unto all good 
Works And ſech a Rule, that we could be 
heartily glad, the Priett and People of Eng- 
land would in all things walk according to , and 
the good In{truRions therein contained, yet we 
muſt not ſ-t them above the holy. Spirit; but 
own them as they call themſelves, viz. ADe- 
claration of thoſe things which are moſt truly 
believed among us : Even as they delivered 
them unto us, which from the beginning were 
Eye Witnefſes, and Miniſters of the Word, 
Luke 1. 1, 2. 

And as for the Spirit of God, by which the 
holy Men of God were mored to write the Scrip- 
tures z notwithRanding, our Adver ſaries deny the 
Guidance of it, mutt give it the Preference, for 
as that was the only Rule to the good Men be- 
fore the Scriptures were writ: $0 it ought to 
be the chief Rule and Leader of all that are, or 
would be the Sons of God in this and all Ages. 
And as he that Builded the Houſe , hath more 
Honour than the Houſe , ſo-that Spirit , from 
which the Scriptures were given forth, is wor". 
thy of more Honour than the Scriptures. that are 
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given forth, and is more generally evident, and- 
ſelf evidencing and convincing than the Scrip- 
tures. And N.N. grants in pag. 9. :# dll Caſes, 
the thing leſs Evident , muſt be examined and p1 oved . 
by that which is more Evident; for although the 
holy Scriptures declare many things to be Sin , 
and declares what our Duty is to God, yet it mult 
be the Spirit that mult Convict every particular | 
Man, what, or which of thoſe Sins he is guilry of, 
and that muſt enable him to the. diſcharge of 
that Duty and Performance of that Worſhip he 
ows to God, which can only be done acceptably 
in the Spirit, and in the Truth, as Chiift aid: 
John 4. 24. but pag. $. ke poſitively ſai.h, Eut 
without Proof, the Quakers PraRice contrary to 
the Scriptures ; but lct's Examin his DoQtrin and. 
Expoſition on Eph. 2. 20. mentioned tage 10. 
where the Apoſtle faith to the Believers , .7e are. 
Built upon the Foundation of the Apoſtles and Prophets, 
Jeſus Chriſt himſelf being the chief Corner-ſtone. He. 
faith, i. e- On the Word which they left in Writing, 
contrary tv the expreſs ſaying of the ſame Apo- 
fite , ſpeaking of the ſame Foundation, 1 Cor. 3. 
11. For. other ! oundation can no man lay, than. that is: 
laid, which is Jeſus Chr:/? ;_ therefore the Scriptures 
were not the Foundation of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles : How much hath he herein gone beſides 
his Rule;as well as Truth; let him bluſh iſ he can, 
and be aſhamed, and let People no longer fol- 
low ſuch Teachers. And yet like the Seed. of 
Evil Doers , that ſhall neyer be renowned in their 
evil works, muſt manifeſt himſelf to be of that 
number , by ſpeaking againſt , and hating the 
Light, But we. would haxe him, and all others 
F know, 
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khow , we believe in no other Light than they 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who preached himſelf under: 


+ that Name, when by his Light in the Conſciences 


of the wicked Jews, that ſought occaſion againſt 
him; he Convicted them they were Sinners, 
which I doubt not, but he will confeſs that he is, 
and I would have him know, that he nor no Man 
can ſee, and be truly ſenſible that they are Sin- 
ners, but by Chrilts: Light, and he makes not 
that diſcovery to them, that they ſhould continue 
in their Sin, but that chey ſhould prize his Lore. 
and Mercy to them , therein manifeſted, and take 
his Counſcl and Advice, and believe init, that 
they may become the Children of the Light, and 
walk therein, as all the-Nations of them that are 
ſaved muſt; and however he Ridicules it, the 
Light will be his and all Mens Condemnation 
rhat love Darkneſs, and their evil deeds rather 
than it, 


7. Concerning Baptiſm. 


His N XN, in his 19 Q. p- 15. ſays do the Quas 
hers allow of, and uſe the Ordinance of Baptiſm - 

4 it is commanded in Scripture, To which he An« 
ſwer=, Baptiſm with Water in the Name of the Father, 
Sen, &c- Mat, 28. 19, they neither allow-nor uſe , 
though it was our Saviours laſt Eommand, From whence 
I obſerye what an Impertinent Anſwer he gives; 
fayingBaptiſm with Water,goc.they neither allow 
nor uſe. 2. And how he Infinuates as if Baptiſm 
with Water, &c. was our Savicurs laſt Command, 
which yet remains for;him to-prove ; for with noy 
| B:4, withour .

without” his fallible meaning, he cat neyer prove 
one word of Water mentioned in Mat. 28. 19, 
but he ſays again, that it mas done with Water is evi- 
dent frem A&ts$ 38. What was done with Water, 
Chrifts Baptiſm ? or did Chriſt here, contrary to 
Fobns Teſtimony, guto ſettle, appoint and com- 
mand his Baptiſm to be with Water, when John 
ſaid Mat. 3. 11. 1 indeed Baptiſe ycu with Water unto 
Repentance, but he that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whoſe ſhoves I am not ' worthy to bear, he ſhall 
Baptiſe you with the Holy Ghoſt and with Fire, Or 
mult we underftand that although John aid thus, 
Feobn 3.30. that he muſt decreaſe and Chriſt mult 
increaſe, that yet muſt be underſtood that Chriſt 
ſent his Apoſtles to do Fohus Work, 2. e. to Bap- 
tize with Water, and by that Element to Change 
and Regenerate Fallen Man, and make him an 


Heir of Life, and an Initeritor of the Kingdom of 


God: Or mult all thoſe rhings that were done by 
the Apoltl-s continue and be praGiiced by the 
Chriſtians now,hecauſe they were done |-y them ?

Women or Men, either to Pray, Pro- 
phecy or Preach; for they that have not that Spi- 
rit and are mot led thereby are none of Chrifts , 
whatever Notions they may have of him, or Lite- 
rature they may attainto; if they have not this 
Spirit to help and Aſfitt them, they cannot Preach 
or Pray as they ought.

Concluſion. 


NW having briefly touched upon moſt of N.Ns 
falſe Charges and great Abuſes of vs and 
ſome of our Do@trines, I ſhall leaye the Sober and 
Judicious Reader to obſerye how be by talking of the 
Vows in Baptiſm, p. 19.' and in bis Preſact adviſing to 
be conſtant at Church, and complaining, that one Rea- 
fon why they, i, e. Quakers, -7ail at our Miniſters, cal- 
ting them Hirelings, c. is becauſe they have Tythes, 
Glebe, and «ther Maintenance, p. 21. would ſeem. to 
de a Miniſter of the Church of England, which as 
FAccount, is falſe andthat untrue, vit. 7hz*" the 
Nuakers pretended Light within them is indeed no Light, 
and although N.N./aith it will be ſhewn ther DeArins 
and Prafliſes are not according to this Word, ps 10: i. A 
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the Scriptures, yethe falls ſhort of proving it, as he 
Sth bis other falſe Su ons, and F'muſt let 
himknow that we candiftinguiſh as he ſaith, Neiſe 
and Words, from Sence and Reaſor; for little of the 
latter appears in his Ungodly Work of abuſing and 
traducing us & our Principles and Chriſtian Fro- 
fefſion, for which I heartily defire he may find. 
Repentance to Amendment of Life ; And he's in 
his way of Writing one while like a Parſon of the 
Church of England, and another like a Difſenting 
Preacher, he is not candid nor fincere, unleſs ic 
be ſuch Sincerity he ſpeaks of, when he tells the 
Sincerely Godly Sin, which is as much as to ſay, 
That they that are Godly and without mixture of 
Sin are mixt with Sin, for Sincerity is without 
mixture. And one thing farther I obſerve that 
p. 13, he faith, we Jgnorantly miſtake the ſence and 
meaning of ſome plain Texts of Scripture, as that Jer, 
$. 31. they ridiculoufly, ſaith he, have applied theſe 
words: The Prieſts bear Rule by their means, againſt 
our Miniſters having Tythes, and other means and 
maintenance , whereas ſaith be , *tis plain the word 
Means doth not there fignifie Money or Wealth of the 
Prieſt, as Schollars very well know the original Word 
ſignifies. And then draws this Judgment, they are 
not led by the Spirit of Truth, who ſo grofly miſtake the 
plain meaning of the Words of the Spirit, Now if N.N, 
be a Scholar,let him ſearch Johannis _— Lex- 
icon Hebr aicum Q Chaldaicum, and he may find that 
Kimchi one of the Hebrew Rabbies,renders that word 
which in Jer. 5. 31. is rendred means, on this wiſe, 
i.C. Capiunt in.manus ſus, Jer. 5.31. ſtil munera,they 
took Gifts or rewards into their hands, and ſhews 
its the ſame word that is uſed in Jadges 14. 9. & ac- 
cepit illud in manas ſugs; And indeed azSamſon took the 
Honey

LaboriousPeople,and take ttieir Goods from them, 
being brought undet by:the'power vf A Law. And 
as ſuch Goods contribute towards their” Mainte- 
nance;doinot they. find the fiyee or partake of 
other Mens Labours. And if we dofas he faith)com-, 
pare one Place of Scripture with the) wwe ſhall 
find that the hirelingPriefts then as-now Teach for 
Hire,& the Prophets Divined for Maney, Mic. 3.11. 
The Heads thereof Fudge for Reward, andthe Prieſts 
thereof Teach for Hire, and the Prophets thereof Divine 
for Money, yet will they lean upon the Lord,and ſay, js tot 
the Lord'among us, none evil can come upon us. © Oh that 
People would conſider, that ſuch Teachers that are 
in the Spirit .and Pradtice of thoſe falſe Prophets, 
can never profit the People at all;and therefore our 
deſire and.inviration is; that all People may come 


to the. Lord Feſus Chrift and his Spirit in their own 
Hearts, that have any degree of true” Hunger .or 
Thirſt after the Lord : And therefore call we unto 
them, ſaying Ho every one that-thirftzth, come ye to the 
Water, and be that hath no Money; come ye buy atd eat, 


yea come buy wine and milk without money and. "without 
price. Wherefore do ye ſpend your money for that which is 
not Bread, and your labour for that hich ſatisfieth not, 
bear ken diligently unto me and eat ye that whick is good, 
and let yaur Soul delight it ſelf in fatneſs, Incline your 
Ear aud come unto me, her, and your Soul fhall tive, 
and t aill make an Everlaſting Covenant with you, even 
the ſure merciesof David, Iſa. 55. 1,2,3, Bleſſedare 
| they that hear and obey the Lord Jefus Chrift,and 
learn of that Grace and Truth that js come by him, 
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
